ELIJAH MCUCMBER/MCCUMBERS 


Elijah McCumber was a Disciples of Christ minister who came to present day Calhoun County WV about 1820 in company with 
Barnabas Cook. Barnabas Cook married and lived and died in present day Calhoun County. Barnabas story can be found in the Don 
Norman files. 


Telitha Mccumbers, born about 1816, married Malon McClane in Jackson County VA (WV) March 8, 1841. (in one transcription of 
the 1850 Jackson County census, her name is rendered a “Tabitha” and the surname is spelled McLaine.) 
Malon was born about 1818. In 1850, their children were, Elizabeth 6, Elijah, 4 and Zachariah, 2. 


Miles McCumbers, born about 1824, was living next door to Telitha and Malon in the 1850 Jackson census. His wife was Tabitha, 
born about 1830. Their children were Elizabeth 4 and Eliza, 2. Zachariah McCumbers, 38 was lining in the household or next 
door. 


The surname was rendered McCumbry in one transcription of the 1850 Jackson County WV census. 
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
